Claims 1 3-24 and 26 are allowed. Claim 1 3 is the only independent claim. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is (JP 2003-62758) to Enomoto which was applied 
to the claims in the office action mailed 2/15/1 1 . Suffice it to say, the patent to Enomoto 
does not disclose the viscoelastic material being divided into plates, as claimed in 
independent claim 13. Furthermore, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of 
record that would reasonably motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify 
the teachings of Enomoto and thus, for at least the foregoing reasoning, the prior art of 
record does not render obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claim 
13.
